_!iis" purpose without further instruc- 
tions from this government. 


H is learned the forces of the provis- 


ional government of Hawaii, though 
small, are well organized and disci- 
plined, ami most of them are sharp 
shooters. It is said 2000 picked men 
are provided with arms in Honolulu and 
are enrolled in drilled companies. They 
have been trained for two months past 
as a safeguard against any royalist up- 
rising in the islands. These companies 
are made up of white men largely. 
Eighteen rapid firing guns are included 
iu the militia, tho equipment of arms 
being Winchester rifles. 
This forco 


would be superior to what the men-of- 
war at Honolulu could put on shore, 
but no one seems to believe any resist- 
ance would be made should the marines 
actually be lauded. 


The possibility that Minister Willis 


will not be able to carry out the pro- 
gram of a peaceable restoration of. the 
queen, and an amalgamation of the pro- 
visional government with her adminis- 
tration makes all interested in the gov- 
ernment ill at ease. Consequently news 
from Hawaii is awaited with more 
earnestness by the administration, than.

«nd bringing Its resistance as low as 
possible. To Ibis end the usual indnc- 
tion coil is discarded, and tho Iwo instru- 
ments, transmitter and receiver, aro di- 
rectly connected in circuit with the lino 
and the battery. The transmitter nt ono 
end of the line is connected to tbe re- 
ceiver at the other end, and two separate 
lines aro employed having a common re- 
turn wire. Two correspondents can tbns 
talk quite freely with cnch other, and aa 
tho receivers speak out so as to bo heard 
in any part of a room conversation can 
bo carried on by each person simply 
speaking to his transmitter. 


Tho apparatus ia attached to flexible 


conductors and is held in the hand. To 
open a conversation it is Enfflcieut to 
pick np the portable transmitter and 
press a bnlton in its casing, so as to es- 
tablish the circuit. The receiver at the 
other end acts as its own call bell by tho 
lonuness of ita voice, and tho response 
comes equally prompt and loud. The 
user has therefore no need to listen care- 
fully with onu or two receivers held up 
to his head. All ho hal to do is to speak 
into his transmitter and keep his ma 
open,

1 be- 
lieve it is a fact, and one £0 plain and 
easily understood that any person of or- 
dinary intelligence giving it a moment s 
thought will readily see, that a food 
product of the voluiuno of the one in 
question that goes into consumption 
oencrally with fully fifty millions of peo- 
ple is governed by the sure laws of sup- 
ply and demand. 1 maintain that the 
raisin product of California this year 
will brin" whatever price it is actually 
worth to consumers, as compared with 
other fruit products presented to them 
irom the various markets of the world 
for consumption. 
I consider the most important factor 


in the raisin market this year has bren 
the importation of Xante currants, 
which up to November 1st amounted to 
nearly 20,000,000 pounds. The import- 
ation'froin Spain from this year's crop 
of Valencia raisins is, up to the same 
ih'te neatly 11,000,000 pounds. Ihe 
importation of both currants and raisins 
amount to over 30,000,000 pounds. The 
shipment of raisins from California up 
to November 1st amounted to something 
over 25,000,000 pounds; so we have an 
importation that goes into direct compe- 
tition with our raisin product of fully 
one-fifth more than wo have slapped np 
to date. 
The '0,000,000 pounds of currants so 


far have, sold, delivered in New York all 
expenses paid, at from 1M@2 cents per 
pound; most of them were under 2 cents. 
These currants are a seedless fruit, and 
a favorite with bakers and house- 
wives Sn that account. The 10,000,000 
to 11,000,000 pounds of Valencia raisins 
imported have sold in New York city, 
duty and all expenses paid, at from 
5W@G^ cents, according to the quality. 
It is reported on good authority that 


the currant crop of Greece this year will 
amount to 300,000,000 pounds, or about 
live times as many as the largest esti- 
mate yet made of the entire raisin crop 
of California this year. The raisin crop 
of Spain is also heavy, but up to date we 
have not had any heavier importation

The liver was so enlarged as 
to be almost the size of an ox liyer, and 
it crowded into the thoracic cavity to an 
extent to interfere with the natural 
action of the heart and lunge. There 
was a general tendency to dropsy. 


The jury returned a verdict of death 


It had not been 
decided up to a late hour last evening 
where to have the fnneral, as the rela- 
tives of the deceased, who had been 
wired by the coroner, had not been 
heard from. It ia said Douglass father 
iz still alive.

claiming his innocence, Van Diver al- 
ways kept his case at the bead of the 
docket, and for21 years basjivertcd trial.

influences of the strongest kind, which 
Uo always commanded. Tho courthouse, 
vrith many records, bis been burned 
since 1872, aud many witnesses have 
died" Van Diver elected this last week 
that it v/as safe to allow liiscasotocome 
to trial. Among the persons present in 
the courtroom wns the posthumous 
i . t e r o f tho dead lawyer, v.-hois now 
a beautiful young woman.

vases and gold things have been fouuil 
and a most beautifully executed stela, iu 
whose tomb they found a crown of gold, 
My information is nt firat hand because 
I had a long conversation vrith tho pro- 
prietor of the land and the malinger of 
tho digging this afternoon. In the course 
of digging tho Greek gentleman camo 
upon a pit that led down to a series of 
vaults SO feet below tho surface. Thesa 
are the tombs of tho Ptolemies, ami the 
one exposed to view ia that of Cleopatra. 
Thy others have still to be excavated, 
bufe they are there—only all tho passives 
are tilled with, earth. Twenty feet deeper 
and only six feet above 1li2 sea level is 
Alexander's toinb, all by itself, only 
there are some chambers near it filled 
with rolls and parchment—in other 
words, a library of ancient books."—

T!:t> Various Processes Through Wliicli 


Wheat Pusses In the Mill. 


Tho noises on the inside of the mill 


r.ro deafening. One who has never been 
in ;i flouring Mill of tho largest siso can- 
not realize what a peculiar lot of noised 
!U-o made by tha machinery. As sonn 
jis tlie wheat outers tlio machine from 
tha long spout which brings it do\vu 
from Iho upper floor it falls between two 
rollers of iron—"chilled" iron they call 
it. ami very hard iron it is too. One of 
the-sa rollers revolves rapidly, the other 
i:soro slowly, iu order lhat the separa* 
tio:i of tho coat, or bran, from tlie ter- 
nc-1 may be more easily accomplished. 
Tho wheat first passes between rollers 
Fpparntfirt just enough to allow the coat 
to bo crushed. It is then carried away 
to the top of the mifl again, to a room 
\viK-ro tho sun vainly tries to shine in 
through the flour coated windows far 
above tho city's roofs. It next passes 
over a wire sieve which Eeiiiirales tho 
bran from the kernel proper. 


This bran, which, contains much of the 


floar material, again passes down and is 
ground ones more, this process being re- 
ported four times, making five grind- 
iisgs, each one iiuer than the one preced- 
ing it. Each time tho fibrous or braii 
portions aro more completely separated, 
Kin! at last the bran comes out a clear, 
brownish husk with every particle of 
Cuur removed. 


The inside part of the kernel has mean- 


whilu been yoing through an interesting 
process. 
After the first grinding or 


breaking it passes to a big sis sided n 
volviug reel covered wiih a line wire 
netting or sieve. Through this reel the 
finer portions of tlie kernels pass, com- 
ii.<£ontin whafc aro called "middlings,' 


[nulated mass wbich goes back to 


Icrs for another crushing. 
Tliif 


process is repeated through five reel:! 
but tho first being of silk. The last one 
has 120 threads to the liner.l inch. The 
flour which comes out of the CFth reel, 
while white in hue, is yet not of the fin- 
est or "patent" grade, but ia classed as 
"baker's" or second gnuta llour. 


The middlings above referred to aro 


p-.n-iQed by aninten-slingproei-ss. They 
are passed over a fine \viri* tisivo, through 
liie upper pait of which n strong cur- 
rent of air is passed. This holds in sus- 
lH'iiso thu liny portions of iibror.s matter 
which may have brfn in tiin ilour, anil 
at last, after this process of tuitiiUings 
purifying has been very c;:rt: fully car- 
ried out, the flour appears a spotless, 
eiiowy white—the "patent" flour, as it is 
called. Iu the process of grinding in this 
gradual and repeated way, the germ of 
the wheat, a tiny particle about the size 
of a mustard seed, is separated from the 
white flour. It is what one might call 
tlio life part of the wheat. If it were 
ground up, it would not leave the patent 
Hour eo white and powdery, EO it is sep- 
r.rated iu one of the sieviiigs and passes 
into the darker or lower grade flour. It 
contains, however, the bust and most 
nutritious part of the wheat. 


Thelnst thing that happens to tho pul- 


verized kernel before it is ready for 
market is the tilling of barrels or sacks. 
Down many stories through a smooth 
tube comes the white or "patent'* flonr. 
fuilrr tiie tube is the barrel or the sack, 
as the case may be, and, sis it begins to 
fill, a steel augur just the sizp of liie bar- 
rul Iinres down into the flour, packing it 
carefully and solidly btiu-;:lh the broad 
blades.—St. Nicholas.

But when he gives u sudden ovideacn of 
Lifo tho snake- is astonished and immedi- 
ately remains stock still. 


Iu India and Africa tho charmers pro- 


tend tho snakes dance to tho music, bnt 
they do not, for they never hear it, A 
snake has no external cars, ami perhaps 
gives evidence of sound only through its 
skin, when sound causes bodies iu con- 
tact with him to vibrate. 


They hear also through tho nerves of 


tho tongue, but do uot at all comprehend 
sound as wa do. However, the snake's 
eyes aro very much alivo to the motions 
of tho charmer, or to the moving drum- 
sticks of his confederate, aud being 
alarmed he attempts to strike. 


A il.-mcing cobra (and no other snalrea 


dance) is simply a cobra alarmed and iu 
a posture to attack. He is not dancing 
to tho mnsic, but is making ready to as- 
sail tlio charmer.—Harrison's Family 
Magazine.

Kach 
partu-ip-int was armed with a long, 
sharp wooilen spear, such as was used 
hi actual warfare, and to a low plaintive 
chant time was kept by throwing these 
spears :vt each other with all the power 
and apparent viciousnesa of actual corn- 
hat.
